'nder  review 


Two  professors  are  being  reviewed  by  univer¬ 
sity  committees  for  their  activities  as  investment  . 
_  finders  with  the  bankrupt  T&D  Management  Co. 

One  of  them,  Gary  Hansen,  a  BYU  professor  in 
the  family  sciences  department  currently  on 
professional  development  leave,  claims  other 
BYU  teachers  were  also  active  with  the  Provo  in¬ 
vestment  firm  as  finders. 

According  to  Robert  Bohn,  a  professor  of 
business  management  who  is  also  under 
departmental  investigation,  a  letter  was  sent  to 
all  T&D  investors  by  company  president  Veldon 
Taylor,  telling  them  if  they  brought  prospective 
'"to  the  firm  they  would  receive  a  fin-

—  i  said  his  activites  with  T&D  are  being 
reviewed  by  his  department  chairwoman.  Dr 
Kay  Edwards. 

Hansen  said  Dr.  Edwards,  along  with  other  in¬ 
dividuals  in  his  department,  received  finder’s 
fees  from  T&D  to  bring  people  into  the  firm. 

Dr.  Edwards  said  all  of  her  dealings  with  the 
management  firm  are  on  the  records  with  the 
bankruptcy  court  in  Salt  Lake  City  and  she

to  comment  on  the  investigation  of  Han- 


Court  records  show  Dr.  Edwards  had  $3,184.80  . 
_  invested  in  T&D  but  did  not  state  if  she,  or 
anyone  else,  was  a  finder. 

According  to  William  Dyer,  dean  of  the  School 
of  Management,  Bohn  is  un^ler  a  review  by  his 
department.

_  he  licensed  with  the  Utah  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Securities. 

He  said  most  T&D  finders  were  not  licensed, 
and  legal  action  by  the  commission  against  the 
company  was  stopped  because  of  a  permanent  in¬ 
junction  filed  against  T&D  in  U.S.  District 
Court.  The  injunction  followed  a  complaint  filed 
hy  the  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission. 

“Dr.  Edwards  and  I  have  been  having  a  lot  of 
dialogue  back  and  forth  regarding  my  activites 
with  T&D,”  Hansen  said. 

The  Provo  investment  firm  that  Hansen 
brought  prospective  investors  to  filed  for 
bankruptcy  last  summer,  listing  more  than  $3 
million  dollars  in  debts.  A  public  auction  selling 
the  company’s  equipment  is  scheduled  today  at 
10  a.m.  in  the  Westpark  Executive  Building,  750 
N.  200  West. 

Hansen  said  that  during  the  time  he  was 
teaching  at  BYU,  that  he  never  solicited  funds 
from  students,  or  from  parents  of  students. 

Robert  Grimners,  a  junior;  majoring  in  family 
planning  from  Seattle,  said  he  was  in  one  of  Han¬ 
sen’s  classes  last  year  when  the  professor  told  stu¬ 
dents  about  T&D. 

“He  let  us  know  that  the  firm  was  one  of  many 
that  we  could  invest  in,”  Grimners  said. 

“Dr.  Hansen  said  he  was  selling  an  investment 
that  would  return  30  percent  on  the  dollar,”  he 
added. 

Grimners  said  Hansen  talked  about  the  invest-

“There  were  people  who  would  follow  up  about 
some  of  the  investments  that  we  talked  about 
such  as  gems,  real  estate  and  at  least  25  to,  50 
other  investment  items  which  included  T&D,” 
Hansen  said  of  family  planning  and  management 
classes.  T&D  was  mentioned  only  once,  he  said. 

“We  have  had  an  ongoing  review  with  Dr. 
Bohn  since  his  program  came  into  our  college,” 
Dyer  said.  “We  are  also  looking  into  his  activities 
with  T&D.” 

“I  was  an  investor  with  T&D  like  a  lot  of  other 
people,”  Bohn  said.  “Taylor  asked  me  if  I  knew 
of  anyone  who  would  like  to  invest  in  T&D.  I 
brought  some  people  into  the  company  and 
paid  a  finder’s  fee  for  doing  it,”  Bohn  said. 

Bohn  said  his  investment  of  $20,000  was  re. ... 
ned  to  him  by  T&D  marketing  director  Larry 
Barrick,  because  he  would  not  be  an  active  in¬ 
vestment  finder  for  the  company 

Bohn  explained  that  his  dealings  with  the 
management  company  were  very  brief,  and  he 
only  referr  ed  a  couple  of  people  to  Taylor  as 
prospective  investors  after  warning  them  of  the 
high-risk  investments  the  company  specialized 

“I  had  a  very  distant  involvement  With  the 
company,”  Bohn  said. 

Hansen  added  that,  during  his  current 
departmental  investigation,  he  has  not  been 
suspended  from  his  teaching  position  at  BYU.
